San José, CA — The San José Public Library (SJPL) and the San 
José State University Library (SJSU) have been awarded the presti- 
gious Thomson Gale/Library Journal 2004 Library of the Year Award 
for their path-breaking collaboration on the new Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr. Library and system-wide integration of materials and services. 

Announcing the award in this month’s Library Journal, the maga- 
zine praised the city and university’s combined efforts on the King Li- 
brary saying, “What it triggered in cooperative planning between uni- 
versity and city, in risk-taking and vision by local politicians, city offi- 
cials, university administrators, and library managers and staff was truly 
unique. It is that incredibly complex and difficult work that won the 
Gale/Library Journal 2004 Library of the Year Award.” 

The only co-managed city-academic library in the nation, King 
Library is jointly operated with one library card, one computer system 
and two entrances - one opening to city streets and one opening to the 
university campus. 

Serving the more than 1.7 million people who live and work in 
Silicon Valley, including San José residents, university students, fac- 
tilty and staff, the King Library opened in August 2003 and holds more 
than 1.5 million items. 

Students and faculty can go to a branch in their neighborhood now 
¿nd request materials from the university collection and get them within 
tivo to three days at most. In one month alone-April 2004-13,650 items 
Were requested by the branches from the combined King collection.

SBC dials wrong number Autoridades descubren 
nuevo túnel en la 


Company claims that City Council was given 
inaccurate information on City Hall technology

The San Jose City Council re- 
cently directed city staff to start 
negotiating contracts with the 
companies that will provide the 
technology and wiring for the 
new city hall. 

One company, SBC West, is 
crying foul, and challenging the 
city’s decision making process. 

La Oferta has obtained a 
copy of a letter sent by SBC West 
to the city attorney’s office. The 
letter outlines a number of griev- 
ances that if proven to be true, 
raise serious concerns about the 
fairness of the city’s process and 
the integrity of one city depart- 
ment. 


SBC West claims that numer- 
ous “misrepresentations” were 
made by the city’s information 
technology department staff dur- 
ing the June 22nd council meet- 
ing. 

“One of the Council mem- 
bers asked if the ITD staff had 
given SBC the memorandum by 
IDT staff to the Council address- 
ing the points raised in SBC’s let- 
ter to ITD dated June 21, 2004. 
ITD staff answered yes. This was 
absolutely not true. SBC had not 
been given a copy of the memo- 
randum. SBC had to request a 
copy of the memorandum after 
hearing of its existence during the 
meeting.” (Source: SBC West let- 
ter) 

“Another misrepresentation 
occurred when Council members 
repeatedly asked ITD staff if there 
was sufficient time built into con- 
struction timelines to entertain a 
week delay until the next Coun- 
cil meeting to allow Council 
memibers time to more fully un- 
derstand the controversy here. 
ITD staff repeatedly said no, there 
were only 10 days built into the 
timeframe. Again, this was abso- 
lutely not true.” 

SBC maintains that because 
the system in question “is not re-

‘Fahrenheit 9/11’ baits Bush and springs the trap 


Editor’s note: Posed photo-ops, fo- 
cus group-tested slogans and orches- 
trated “messages of the day” keep mul- 
timillion dollar presidential campaigns 
on track. Filmmaker Michael Moore has 
broken through the spin and put his is- 
sues on the agenda.

The media chatter about Michael 
Moore’s “Fahrenheit 9/11” comes down 
to three basic issues: 

— Is the film 100 percent accurate, 
or is it fundamentally misleading? 

— Can it sway the undecideds and 
thereby affect the election itself, or will 
only partisans fork out their money for 
a ticket? 

— Is this a legitimate use of a me- 
dium whose role is to entertain us, not 
ridicule the government or lecture the 
populace? 

Those three media preoccupations 
largely miss the point, however. Moore’s 
brilliant political achievement — 
whether intended or not — doesn’t hap- 
pen directly on the screen, and it’s not 
likely to show up in weekend polls. 

This is not an electorate easily 
swayed by reasoned discourse. If it 
were, the war on Iraq might never have 
been initiated. The winning formula for 
this election won't be convincing the 
formerly hostile; it will be mobilizing 
the already convinced. 

Moore may conceivably nudge a 
few undecideds, but his real accomplish- 
ment may be firing up his own parti- 
sans, especially the cynical young and 
the economically ignored. By legitimiz- 
ing their anger and alienation, he may 
motivate them to participate in what oth- 
erwise seems to many of them a futile 
electoral exercise. 

Not only will this be an election 


campaign to mobilize the partisans; it 
will also be a tug of war to define the 
subject matter. Is it the economy, stu- 
pid? Is it wounded pride and feel-good 
patriotism? Is it fear of terrorism? The 
war on evil? Iraq? Torture? Education? 
Abortion and gay marriage? Civil lib- 
erties? The Ten Commandments? 

We’ve all grown accustomed to 
manipulation by carefully posed photos, 
orchestrated “messages of the day” and 
focus-grouped slogans for which can- 
didates pay consultants exorbitant fees. 
They’re the essence of contemporary 
American politics, but no one would 
maintain that they are exercises in rea- 
soned debate. Rather, they’re attempts 
to stake out territory as one’s own, with 
little or no regard for policy content. 

“The Education President,” for ex- 
ample, makes no pretense of telling the 
voter what the candidate would do for 
education — only that he’s a guy who 
really, really cares a whole lot more than 
his opponent about that issue. 

The key to those “messages of the 
day” is to grab the initiative; to make 
sure that the contest is fought in your 
home stadium. And THAT’s where 
Michael Moore has thrown his monkey 
wrench into George Bush’s finely tuned 
campaign machine. Fo: no matter what 
you think of Moore’s arguments, no 
matter what you think of his film’s per- 
suasiveness, no matter what you think 
of his factual assumptions... Michael 
Moore has rewritten the agenda. He has 
seized home-field advantage. 

The press, the public and especially 
the Bush White House, normally so 
adept at guiding the media discourse, 
must deal with Moore’s images and his 
issues, and that can only work to John 
Kerry’s advantage. 

A White House that stage-manages 
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every single photo op to the tiniest de- 
tail (and a press corps that compliantly 
retails those images) is now forced to 
contend with unscripted, real-world 
images — sometimes as goofy as the 
official photos are saccharine. 

Moore’s issues, too, are in the na- 
tional spotlight. driven partly by at- 
tempts to suppress them or challenge 
them. Did the president's negligence or 
his loyalty to the Saudis or the Bin 
Laden family distort his response to 9/ 
11? The answer is debatable, but the 
focus now, belatedly, is on the question 
itself. 

Was the war in Iraq all about the 
poor being cajoled into risking their 
lives on behalf of oil plutocrats, ideo- 
logues and defense contractors? Once 
again, Moore’s answer is not as signifi- 
cant as the fact that the question is be- 
ing asked — and heard. 

If the White House had its way, this 
campaign would not be waged on issues 
like the undue influence of Saudi po- 
tentates or greedy defense contractors 
... Or ON economic equity... or whether 
the president was on autopilot while 
New York and Washington burned. 

But for the past week those have 
indeed become issues in this campaign, 
whether John Kerry raised them or not 
— and whether or not Michael Moore 
has every last one of his facts right. 
What’s more, the issues are being ad- 
dressed not in Washington code talk but 
in language and images familiar to the 
average dude. 

THAT is Michael Moore’s great 
achievement. He got the White House 
and its allies to lunge for his bait. It’s 
rather like an animal trap — the more 
aggressively the prey fights back, the 
more tightly bound it becomes.

Stopping illegal 
immigration through fear?

Elidia is 19 years old 
and three months pregnant. 
Her husband Lucas was ar- 
rested by U.S. Border Pa- 
trol agents a few blocks 
from their Ontario apart- 
ment and deported to 
Mexico. Elidia has no fam- 
ily to support her. She is 
scared and hopes her hus- 
band comes back. 

It's quite likely her 
husband will come back 
through the same route he 
had used to make it into the 
U.S. or possibly another, a 
more dangerous one. 

Of course, the agents 
who arrested Lucas were 
doing their jobs, although 
their methods raise serious 
concerns for all of us. 

Lucas was one of 150 
people arrested in the 
sweep, which was carried 
out in Ontario and Corona, 
California, about 100 miles 
from the border. Most of 
those arrested are Mexicans 
although some are from 
other parts of Latin 
America. 

Some Latino activists 
have complained of dis- 
crimination. Abel Medina, 
director of Hermandad 
Mexicana Nacional in On- 
tario, accused agents of us- 
ing racial profiling because 
only people with “brown 
skin” were stopped. 

According to Tomas 
Jimenez, senior patrol 
agent in San Diego, CA, 
racial profiling was not 
used. Federal agents relied 
on intelligence for their ar- 
rests. Their “intelligence” 
came from phone calls by 
local residents, telling them 
that undocumented work- 
ers were living in certain 
areas. However, agents 
stopped people as they 
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were getting off buses and 
walked along the streets. 

The stops and arrests 
were not based on race but 
on a number of factors in- 
cluding “accent and dress,” 
according to Richard Kite, 
another official with the 
San Diego Border Patrol. 

Angel Santa Ana, 
spokesperson for the San 
Diego sector of the Border 
Patrol. explained that ar- 
rests came about because of 
“consensual conversa- 
tions” between undocu- 
mented workers and 
agents. These begin with an 
innocent chit-chat and if the 
agent suspects something, 
papers may be requested. 
Santa Ana said officers are 
entitled to strike up conver- 
sations with anyone in the 
US; 

That is, of course, true. 
Yet, agents did not go up 
and talk to just about any- 
one in Bel Air, Westwood, 
Little Saigon, Chinatown, 
or Little Italy. They went to 
a Latino neighborhood and 
picked out people because 
of what they looked like 
and began a conversation 
which turned into a “trap.” 

Carrie Washington, an 
attorney in Ontario who has 
represented hundreds of il- 
legal immigrants, disagrees 
these conversations are 
“consensual.” He said 
people are threatened, 
asked where they are from, 
and to show their docu- 
ments. 

The rough treatment 
Washington talks about 
was confirmed by eyewit- 
nesses. In one case, a man 
told a reporter of La Opi- 
nion, a Los Angeles Span- 
ish language daily, that 
while he was merely 
watching border patrol 
agents putting people in a 
van, one of the officers 
grabbed him and asked for 
papers. He was let go only 
when he showed his ID 
card. 

Local Ontario police 
stated that they did not par- 
ticipate in the sweeps. They 
are interested in maintain- 
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Farenheit 9/11, 
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ing good relations with lo- 
cal residents, whether they 
are in the country legally or 
not. Their primary concern 
is to ensure that all resi- 
dents feel comfortable in 
reporting crimes and coop- 
erating with authorities. 

In spite of that, fear has 
become widespread in 
many Latino communities. 
The message from the Bor- 
der Patrol is that they can 
come in anywhere and ar- 
rest people they suspect of 
being in the country ille- 
gally. 

Of course, they will not 
go to major farms during 
harvests and ask people for 
their papers. That happened 
once in Georgia during a 
harvest of sweet Vidalia 
onions in 1995. The 
screams heard because of 
the arrests were not those 
of the workers but those of 
growers who complained 
to Georgia’s Congressional 
delegation and their Sena- 
tors. The raids stopped. 
Business is business and 
the law can’t interfere with 
that. 

The news about the ar- 
rests in Ontario and Corona 
reached the Latino commu- 
nity and inevitably fright- 
ened many people. Some 
are afraid of going out of 
their homes, even to take 
their kids to the doctor. 
Unable to stop illegal 
immigrants from entering 
the country by other means, 
the U.S. Border Patrol is 
trying a technique used by 
terrorists — fear. 


Undocumented work- 
ers aren't the only ones who 
should be afraid. When a 
government agency can go 
up to people and ask for 
their papers because of 
“their accent and dress” 
you have to wonder what 
excuse will be used next to 
target another group. Your 
group, maybe?

Sacramento (EFE) — El 
gobernador Arnold Schwarze- 
negger pasó el pasado martes 
tratando de encontrar una solución 
a las detenidas negociaciones en 
Capitolio estatal sobre el presu- 
puesto de California. 

Según se pudo conocer, el 
gobernador mantuvo reuniones con 
los alcaldes y supervisores de las 
ciudades más grandes del estado, 
incluyendo Los Ángeles, San Die- 
go, San Francisco, Oakland, y Sa- 
cramento, con el fin llegar a un 
acuerdo con miembros demócratas 
para la aprobación del plan de gasto. 

A más de una semana de haber 
arrancado el año fiscal, las nego- 
ciaciones para la aprobación del 
presupuesto de 103,000 millones de 
dólares terminaron abruptamente la 
semana pasada, cuando miembros 
demócratas rechazaron una 
enmienda del gobernador, diseñada 
para proteger la financiación de 
gobiernos locales. 

Alcaldes y autoridades de los 
condados llegaron a un convenio 
con el gobernador en mayo, en el 
que aceptaron recortes de 2,600 
millones de dólares —a efectuarse 
durante los próximos dos años—,a 
cambio de una enmienda constitu- 
cional que protege a los condados, 
ciudades, y distritos permanente- 
mente, no permitiendo que el estado 
les quite sus fondos. 

Aunque miembros republica- 
nos apoyan el plan, los demócratas 
— que tienen control de la Legisla- 
tura— quieren una enmienda me- 
nos restrictiva que permita a legis- 
ladores tomar dinero prestado de 
ciudades y condados, siempre y 
cuando se haga con el apoyo de las

dos terceras partes del cuerpo 
legislativo. 

“Los demócratas siguen re- 
nuentes a no aceptar el plan del go- 
bernador. Están específicamente 
pidiendo algo que va en contra del 
acuerdo al que llegaron las ciudades 
y los condados, y esperaron hasta 
el último minuto para detener el 
proceso”, señaló Tiffany Moffant, 
portavoz del líder minoritario de la 
Asamblea, Kevin McCarthy. 

“Es importante que cuando 
tengamos problemas económicos, 
todos cooperen para que podamos 
seguir funcionando como estado”, 
dijo a EFE el asambleísta Darrell 
Steinberg, presidente del comité 
presupuestario. 

La práctica de tomar el dinero 
de los municipios comenzó en 
1978, después de la aprobación de 
la Proposición 13, de acuerdo con 
Megan Taylor, portavoz de la Liga 
de Municipalidades de California 
(LCC). 

“Por años, el gobierno estatal 
nos ha quitado dinero, y nos impide 
planear la financiación para mejoras 
a las calles y carreteras, a los par- 
ques, aún a los servicios de emer- 
gencia. Necesitamos esa financia- 
ción para salir adelante”, declaró a 
EFE Taylor. 

“Es una cuestión de preguntarle 
alos gobiernos locales si es más im- 
portante proteger su financiamien- 
to, que el escolar”, añadió Stein- 
berg, representante demócrata de 
Sacramento.

Abel Medina, director de

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U.S. Embassy protests Mexican 
intervention in Marine’s funeral 


Mexico City (EFE) — 
Washington sent an official dip- 
lomatic note to the Mexican For- 
eign Ministry protesting 
Mexico’s military intervention in 
the burial ceremony of a Mexi- 
can-born U.S. Marine who was 
killed in Iraq. 

“We protest the Mexican sol- 
diers* inappropriate conduct dur- 
ing the funeral of this valiant Ma- 
rine,” U.S. Ambassador Tony 
Garza said in a statement issued 
here, alluding to Lance Corporal 
Juan Lopez Rangel. 

“We have respectfully solic- 
ited an explanation as to why, de- 
spite our coordination and com- 
pliance with the instructions from 
Mexican authorities, Mexican 
army personnel interrupted the 
ceremony and made demands in- 
consistent with diplomatic proto- 
col,” Garza said about Sunday’s 
incident, which took place in the 
state of Guanajuato. 

On June 29, the U.S. Em- 
bassy requested permission to 
have Marines from Camp 
Pendleton conduct Lopez’s fu- 
neral with military honors, and 
Washington requested permission 
to use M16 rifles to conduct the 
traditional 21-gun salute, but 
Mexico declined the second re- 
quest. 

A group of Mexican soldiers 
interrupted the funeral and con- 
fiscated the Marines’ ceremonial 
weapons, then left, the U.S. Em- 
bassy said. 

“This type of action offends 
the spirit of cooperation the 
United States has with Mexico,” 
said Garza.

American marines move the mortal remains of the soldier Juan López 
Rangel, a Mexican citizen who died in Iraq while serving with the U.S.

Ethnic Californians lag behind in cancer-screening 


Ethnic physicians and the

Latinos and Asians consis- 
tently lag behind other groups in 
rates of cancer screening, accord- 
ing to a multilingual survey re- 
leased in November 2003 by the 
UCLA Center for Health Policy 
Research. In an unusual coali- 
tion, the Latino and Asian press 
are working together with Latino 
and Asian physicians to raise 
awareness about the effective- 
ness of getting screened for can- 
cer. 

Cancer is the second leading 
cause of death in California and 
the nation, surpassed only by 
heart disease. Cancer screening 
tests are crucial to preventing 
cancer by detecting it early when 
it is most treatable, and, in many 
cases, curable. 

Regular screenings should 
be done in the absence of any 
symptoms — something many 
Californians don’t know. One of 
the most common reasons re- 
ported for not having a recent 
cancer screening is that the pa- 
tient “hasn't had any problems.” 
This misconception is particu- 
larly prevalent among the ethnic 
and racial groups least likely to 
get tested. 

Cancer screening rates are 
lower for low-income Califor- 
nians, and those with limited En- 
glish proficiency, according to 
the study. Uninsured adults are 
much less likely to get regular 
cancer screenings, and adults 
covered by Medi-Cal, which cov- 
ers cancer screenings, are 
screened at lower rates than those 
with employment-based insur- 
ance.

Statistics in ethnic groups 

In California, Latinos report 
lower screening rates than 
Whites for breast, colon and 
prostate cancer. Cervical cancer 
is high among Latinas, with rates 
double that of White women. 

Only 37 percent of Latinos 
report having been screened re- 
cently for colon cancer, com- 
pared to 56 percent of Whites. 
Latinas are at particular risk — 
only one in three (33 percent) 
reports having a recent colon can- 
cer screening test. 

An OB-GYN practicing in 
Los Angeles and President of the 
California Latino Medical Asso- 
ciation, Dr. Margaret Juarez says 
“The earlier that a diagnosis is 
made, the better the outcome. 
Cancer screening saves lives.” 

Asians also report lower 
rates of screening than whites for 
the four main cancers that are 
screened for: Pap test for cervi- 
cal cancer; mammography for 
breast cancer; stool blood test, 
colonoscopy or sigmoidoscopy 
for colon cancer; and the pros- 
tate specific antigen (PSA) test 
for prostate cancer. 

Using proven cancer detect- 
ing tests can reduce mortality 
rates by diagnosing it early,” 
notes Edward A. Chow, M.D., 
Executive Director of the Chi- 
nese Community Health Care 
Association in San Francisco. 

Less than 70 percent of Chi- 
nese, Vietnamese, and Korean 
women report having a Pap test 
in the last three years —a disturb- 
ing statistic since Vietnamese 
women are five times more likely 
than White women to have cer- 
vical cancer. 

“Some Asian women may be 
reluctant to ask their physicians, 
especially if the physician is 


male, for a Pap smear or mam- 
mogram because of cultural is- 
sues regarding modesty,” ex- 
plains Dr. Quyen Ngo-Metzger, 
a UCC. Irvine physician. “Many 
Asian men and women are not 
aware that they need special 
screening tests for cancer. Many 
patients that I have encountered 
assume that the doctor has or- 
dered all the needed tests. We 
need to educate the public to ask 
for these tests.” 

American Indians are less 
likely to have been recently 
screened for breast or prostate 
cancer than Whites, and Native 
Hawaiians and other Pacific Is- 
landers consistently report some 
of the lowest screening rates in 
the state. 

“Getting screened is a low or 
no cost preventive health mea- 
sure, which can dramatically im- 
prove the quality of life of our 
communities,” notes Ernie Tai, 
the California Medical Associa- 
tion (CMA) Foundation director 
of the project. 

Joint efforts 

The 2001 California Health 
Interview Survey was conducted 
in English, Spanish, Cantonese, 
Mandarin, Korean, Vietnamese 
and Khmer, with additional inter- 
views with Japanese, Vietnam- 
ese, Koreans, South Asians and 
Cambodians. 

New California Media, in 
collaboration with the California 
Medical Association Foundation, 
is launching a campaign in six 
languages to promote cancer 
screening among ethnic commu- 
nities.

all our lives. Her stage persona, un- 
believably versatile voice, and inter- 
pretive renditions always led to en- 
thusiastic applause. 

Melinda had been bringing her 
mariachi juvenil to the festival for 
three years. She did their musical ar- 
rangements and program selections, 
besides playing the vihuela and sing- 
ing. They were all Fresno high 
school kids. They were called 
Mariachi Sol Azteca, and she 
couldn't get the festival organizers 
to take notice and give them a 
chance on the larger stages. A cer- 
tain bigotón from the GI Forum (or- 
ganizers of the festival in the early 
years) begrudgingly gave a stage to 
the community and “couldn't be 
bothered with no damn kids,” I re- 
member. I couldn't convince him 
that this group was exceptional — 
far better in several ways than some 
of the tired local groups that played 


just for the dollars. 


But the audience knew. Even 
my parents, who happened to be vis- 
iting from Southern California the 
first year she performed, would 
drive for seven hours to see her each 


year and the wonderfully talented 
Mariachi Sol Azteca. 

Then it happened. One of the 
standard mariachi groups didn't 
show (probably had a better pay- 
ing gig somewhere else). The 
bigotón was cursing up a storm 
behind the main stage in the other 
area of the park because now he 
had huge holes in the program 
schedule. 

He let me have some ver- 
bally choice words too, but I kept 
insisting I had a fabulous solution 
to his problem. Finally he said 
(with some other embellishments 
as well), “OK. send them over — 
but they better be good.” 

Melinda and the Mariachi 
Sol Azteca never came back to 
the Cultural Stage for their final 
set that day: nor did they come 
back to it the next year.

The lovely Spanish colonial city of 
Morelia was declared a UNESCO World 
Heritage Site in 1991. The city is spec-

Underneath the arches you can stop for 
a refreshing coffee, or a meal, indoors 
or out.

Violinist, musical arranger 
and director, Jesús Rodríguez de 
Híjar (Don Chuy as he is known to 
his closest friends) was born on the 
10th of July, 1929 in Tequila, 
Jalisco. 

Jesús Rodríguez de Híjar be- 
gan his career as a young child, im- 


mersed in Mexican music. He 


learned to play several folkloric in- 
struments from the mariachi tradi- 
tion; first the guitar, then the 
vihuela (small indigenous 5-string 
acoustic guitar), the guitarrón (in- 
digenous portable acoustic bass), 
and finally the violin.

Charros (horsemen) gained 
distinction due to their skill in 
riding and roping, using these 
skills to defeat their foes. In past 
history, as community leaders 
the charros were able to bring to- 
gether men as security reserves 
for the townships. 

The most famous of all 
charros was the leader of the 
Mexican Revolution, Emiliano 
Zapata, the model of all contem- 
porary charros. As refugees from 
the revolution moved north, fol- 
lowed later by other immigrants, 
the charrería tradition became a 
powerful symbol for Mexican 
Americans of Mexico's histori- 
cal formation.

“Estoy muy feliz de anunciar 
que con vuestra ayuda el próximo 
vicepresidente de Estados Unidos 
será John Edwards, de Carolina del 
Norte”, declaró el pasado martes 
Kerry en un acto electoral en Pitts- 
burgh, la capital de Pensilvania. 
uno de los estados más disputados 
de cara a los comicios del próximo 
dos de noviembre. 

Edwards sólo se llevó los 
comicios del estado en que nació, 
Carolina del Sur, pero se ganó la 
simpatía de los demócratas de a pie 
con su atractivo físico, su facilidad 
para el discurso público y su 
denuncia de la existencia de dos 
Américas, una para los privilegia- 
dos y otra, estancada, para el resto. 

En un breve comunicado en el 
que dijo estar “entusiasmado” por 
incorporarse a la campaña de 
Kerry, Edwards reiteró este 
mensaje. 

Kerry “tiene una visión para 
nuestro país que mejorará la vida 
de todos los estadounidenses, los 
de la clase media que se esfuerzan 
cada día para llegar a fin de mes y 
los millones de estadounidenses 
que luchan para entrar en la clase 
media”, afirmó. 

Edwards aporta además de su 
acento sureño una simpatía de la 
que Kerry carece y una conexión 
con la gente común, pues su padre 
era un obrero de una fábrica textil 
y él fue el primero de su familia 
que estudió en la Universidad. 
Edwards se convirtió en abogado 
y ahora es multimillonario tras una 
brillante carrera profesional como 
litigante. 

Sin embargo, su adición a la 
campaña no compensa una de las 


carencias más claras de Kerry: su 
falta de experiencia en política ex- 
terior y en el poder ejecutivo. 
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El senador por Carolina del 
Norte es un neófito en la escena 
política nacional, pues éste es su 
sexto año en la Cámara Alta, 
comparado con los 27 en el 
Congreso de Kerry. 

El propio Kerry denunció du- 
rante las elecciones primarias la 
ausencia de veteranía de Edwards. 

“Ambos han estado en comités 
(de política exterior), pero la vida 
legislativa es diferente” que el 
desempeño de un cargo ejecutivo, 
dijo a EFE Jones. 

Aparentemente. Kerry cree 
que sus medallas conseguidas en 
los campos de batalla de Vietnam 
compensarán esa deficiencia a los 
ojos de los votantes. 

Para Benjamin Barber, un 
analista político que fue un asesor 
de la campaña de otro aspirante a 
la candidatura demócrata, Howard 
Dean, Edwards es el hombre ideal 
para el puesto. 

“Tiene una imagen de fiscal 
feliz, de tipo simpático que es 
capaz de criticar con severidad al 
presidente George W. Bush”, 
explicó a EFE. 

“Será el perro de ataque de 
Kerry de una forma que no ofenda 
al público”, añadió Barber. 

Este es el papel que ahora está 
realizando desde la banca contraria 
el vicepresidente Dick Cheney, que 
le está haciendo “el trabajo sucio” 
a Bush, según este politólogo.

On Friday, June 25th, SBC 
contacted the city clerk’s office 
and requested a roster of the 
ITPB members and copies of 
board meeting minutes. 

“The city clerk’s office told 
SBC that it does not have any 
record of the ITPB as a stand- 
ing board for the city.” 

“The city clerk’s office re- 
ferred SBC to the ITD which 
subsequently provided a roster 
of ITPB members.” 

To SBC, the entire RFP (Re- 
quest For Proposals) was 
“clearly mishandled.” SBC’s 
concerns were “exacerbated 
when the city clerk reported the 
ITB which ostensibly provides 
direction to the information 
technology department... does 
not exist and is not on the city’s 
website.”
